PURE BREAD. 

TO THE EDITOR OF THE IRISH TINE 
Sir,—Dread is one of the essential articles 
of diet; yet how few make a study of it 
No one. can keep fit and well on non- 
Vitaminous white loaves. ho matter how 
| temptingly baked. Therefore, a return to 
| pure whole-meal, which provides vitamins, is 
desirable. it dificult to purchase a 
genuine whole-meal loaf—one which has not 
been adulterated with white flour. Where 
they can be bought they are usually heavy 
stodgy and unappetising, and consequently 
they are not popular. This should not be 
the case, since properly ‘baked, whole-meal 
bread is, if anything, more appetising than 
white bread, and it is more economical. 

Your remarks on the ~ importation of 
bread into rural districts are very sound, 
but the difficulties arising from an open turf 
fire must not be overlooked. In cities, towns 
and suburbs. however, where the con. 
veniences of vas and electricity are available, 
there is no excuse for the daily visit of the 
haker’s van or for the daily visit to the 
bread shop. Inspection of many of the latter 
will invariably disclose the nauseous spectacle 
of loaves covered with flies. An examination 
of an ordinary electric light bulb in one of 
those shops would convince the most sceptical 
that the of the loaf must be in a 
similar condition. 

It would be a platitude to enlarge upon 
the sickness spread by flies. It would not 
be a platitude to point out that the combined 
evil effects of flies and of the handling of 
bread av man) people whose hands would not 
beai Inspection may be eliminated by those 
who will take the trouble to bake their own 
bread For fifteen years | have successfully 
practised what |! now preach—that every 
housewife should bake her own pure, whole-

The Ministry's letter stated that the 
Government was unable to accept, the principle 
embodied in these recommendations. The 
Government's responsibility, it pointed out, 
under the Unemployment Insurance Acts is 
strictly limited to cases covered those 
Acts. Unemployment benefit under Acts 
yn question cannot be regarded ag com 
sionate grants available for the relief of 
distress due to unemployment regardless af 
circumstance, as the Unemployment Fund is 
a fund made up by the contributions of the 
three prescribed parties—j.e., the employers, 
the workers and the Government—and must 
he administered strictly for the benefit of 
those who have contributed to it and who 
are statutorily entitled to grants from it. 

Unemployment benefit, therefore, 
limited to persons possessing certain statutory 
rights and qualifications, it will be apparent 
to the Guardians that in the case of persons 
not so qualified who are in need of public 
assistance the only statutory authority from 
which such assistance can legally be accorded 
is the Poor Law authority—+.¢., the Board of 
Guardians concerned. 


EIGHT MILLIONS IN BENEFIT, 

As showing the extent to which the Poor 
Law authorities had benefited from recent 
legislation, the letter pointed out that, since 
the establishment of the Government of 
Northern ireland in 1921, no less 
£8,615,000 has been paid out in unemploy- 
ment benefit, in addition to grants amounting 
to, approximately, £750 ,000 made in at 
of relief works. Over and above these 
benefits reference should also be made to the 
relief to the rates accorded by the operation 
of the National Health Insurance Acts and 
the Old Age Pensions Acts, and in particular 
to the two recent Acts passed by the Parlia- 
ment of Northern Ireland—the Widows’, 
Orphans’ and Old Age Contributory Pen- 
sions Act and the measure excluding from 
calculation for old age pension pu un- 
earned income up to the limit of . 

By way of comparison it was shown that 
the total expenditure of all the Poor Lew 
authorities in Northern Ireland during the 
same period for all purposes, including in- 
door and medical relief and outdoor relief, 
was £2,056,000. 

The Minister, the letter continued, under- 
stands that the Belfast Board of Guardians 
are at present assuming financial responsi- 
bility at the rate of £718 a week in respect 
of outdoor relief, of which £333 odd repre- 
sents the amount of the grants payable in 
pursuance of the Ministry's Order made on 
the 4th instant under Section 13 of the Local 
Government (Ireland) Aet, 1898. The Minis- 
ter also realises that the amount being dis- 
tributed each week by the Board of Guardians 
under the above Section has steadily increased 
since the beginning of this year, and that 
it is possible that the Board may be faced 
with further calls in this respect in the near 


future. 


GUARDIANS’ RESPONSIBILITY. 

The opinion of the Government, the letter 
stated, was that while it was not suggested 
that the Guardians should assume responsi- 
bility for according relief in cases where 
public relief is otherwise payable and avail- 
able, it would appear that it is incumbent 
on the Guardians in the present situation to 
continue to provide appropriate — in all 
cases Of distress not nóin AR provided for, 

The Minister sugzested that the Guardians 
might appoint additional relieving officers, 
and stated that the Ministry’s General In- 
spector would attend the next meeting of the 
Board to advise the Guardians on any ques- 
tion of doubt or difficulty. 

When the letter was read, Mr. John Wil- 
son, J.P., said that the proper course was to 
send the letter to a committee for considera- 
tion. It was very kind of the Ministry to 
send their inspector to advise them with re- 
yard to a letter which it had taken them go 
long to írame. There was such a thing as 
special pleading, and this was a case of it.

DERRY CHAMBER OF 
COMMERCE, 


SATISFIED WITH BRITISH 


MEMBERSHIP. 

A request from the London Chamber of 
Commerce that the Derry Chamber should 
join its Irish section was under discussion 
at a meeting of the Derry body yesterday. 

The President, Mr. David 8. Irvine, 0.B.E., 
J.P.. said that it shonld be clearly under- 
stood that there were three different bodies 
in London. There were the London Chamber. 
a purely local body, and the Federation of 
Chambers of Commerce of the British Empire- 
of which body the Derry Council had de- 
cided to cancel its membership; and then 
there was the Association of British Cham- 
hers of Commerce, of which the Derry 
Chamber had decided to continue member- 
ship. The London Chamber ed to form 
an Irish branch, and the Council of the 
Derry body had decided not to take any part 
in it, because, from the nature of the corre- 
spondence, they considered that it would be 
of no advantage to them. 

Yesterday's meeting of the Derry Chamber 
vnanimously ratified. the decision of the 
Council in regard to the Irish section. 

The Federation of Chambers of Commerce 
asked the Derry Chamber to reconsider its 
decision cancelling its membership, and point- 
ing out the advantages that would be gained 
by remaining associated with it. 

The President said that Mr. John R. 
Hastings, D.I., had spoken to him on the 
subject, and had expressed the opinion that 
it would be of benefit to the Derry Chamber 
to retain its membership of that body, be- 
cause it was virtually world-wide in its scope 
and had the resources of the whole British 
Empire behind it.

HOW WEXFORD WILL USE ITS 
~ “£236,000 GRANT. 

The relative merits of the contract and 
diract’ labour systems were discussed at length 
at a meeting of the Wexford County Council 
on Monday, when the point was raised as to 
how best. the Government grant of £36,976 
for the improvement of the Wexford-Ennis- 
corthy read enuld be utilised.

TUG FOR NEW ZEALAND 


LAUNCHED. 

Built for the Wanganui Harbour Board, 
New Zealand, the ss. Kahanui, a trim little 
vessel of 110 feet in length, was successfully 
launched at the shipyard of the Dublin Doek- 
yard Company (Messrs. Vickers (Ireland), 
Ltd.) yesterday. The Kahanui is one of two 
twin screw tug boats ordered some time age 
by the Wanganui Harbour Board, The second 
vessel, which is somewhat larger in dimen- 

ions. will be ready for launching shortly. 
The Kahanui will proceed to Glasgow for the 
installation of her engines. She will then run 
her trials, after which she will leave for New 
Zealand. 
Constructed of mild steel and built under 
the special survey of Lloyd’s, the boat 1s 
extremely well equipped and fitted with an 
elaborate system of Ea fi and fire-extinguish- 
ing plant. The salvage gear, supplied by 
Messrs. Merryweather, consists of a steam- 
driven centrifugal salvage pump, with a 
capacity of 3,000 gallons per minute against a 
total head of 50 feet. The ship is also supplied 
with one of the latest pattern Merryweather 
submersible electrically-driven salvage pumps, 
capable of delivering 1,100 gallons per minute 
against a head of 30 feet, 

INTEREST IN THE EVENT. 

As the Kahanui was the first vessel to be 
launched at the Dublin Dockyard since the 
establishment of the Irish Free State, the 
event attracted a deal of attention, 
Large crowds gathered at the wharves ad- 
jacent to the yard and witnessed the boat 
slide gracefully into the water, after Senator

The Old Order Changeth. 


The passing of any man who has 
played a part in his country’s affairs for 
two generations is more than a bereave- 
ment of his friends. Who can be unmoved 
when before his eyes the warmth of life is 
changed into the coldness of history? 
That, at least, is our feeling as we realise 
that never again shall we hear the eager 
voice of John Gordon Swift MacNeill or 
be puzzled by his atrocious hand-writing. 
Mr. MacNeill was a man of vast and 
accurate learning, who was accepted as, 
perhaps, the greatest authority of his time 
on constitutional law, and certainly as an 
unexcelled, if somewhat prejudiced, guide 
to the paths of British statecraft in Ire- 
land during the last quarter of the 
eighteenth century. Nature, we think, 
designed him for a college don, but fate 
threw him into the caldron of Irish 
politics when it was bubbling most 
furiously in the days of the land agitation 
and of the struggle for Home Rule. He 
became what few Irishmen will be hereafter 
—‘‘ a, House of Commons man ’’; and his 
learning and astonishing grip of procedure 
were an essential. factor in his party's 
campaign of obstruction. On scores of 
occasions the member for. illiterate Donegal 
upset the best-laid plans of Prime 
Ministers and reduced Law Officers of the 
Crown to speechless rage. These were 
momentary triumphs, but Mr. MacNeill’s 
political insight and his hatred of cruelty 
left at least two enduring marks on the 
history of Parliament. He opposed the 
cession of Heligoland to Germany, and 
lived to see the costly payment for that 
blunder. His persistent and courageous 
protest secured the abolition of corporal 
punishment in the British Navy. 

We may learn many lessons from the 
career of this talented, impulsive Irish- 
man, upon whom, till his last illness, his 
seventy-seven years of crowded life lay so 
lightly. One of these lessons is the 
absence of sectarian bitterness—not only 
to-day, but yesterday—from politics in 
the southern provinces. ¢Ihrough the long 
period when his brains were reinforcing 
the battles of Parnell and Redmond Mr. 
MacNeill was a valued and devoted son of 
the Church of Ireland. Another lesson is 
the evanescent quality of political hatreds 
among sensible men. ‘‘A brave man,” 
says Cowper, 

“‘ bears no malice, but forgets 

At once, in peace, the injuries of war.” 
So it is in the conflicts of British politics. 
Pitt and Fox, sleeping side by side, came 
to be held in equal honour by the English 
people. To-day Gladstone and Joseph 
Chamberlain, for whom once, on their 
opponents’ lips, ‘‘ Iscariot’’ and ‘“‘ turn- 
coat” were mild descriptions, occupy 
secure niches in the Pantheon of British 
statesmanship. Mr. MacNeill had cultivated 
to an almost diabolic pitch the art of 
exasperation. It was said—though he 
denied the charge—that he had cheered a 
British defeat in the Boer War. Even 
Punch forgot its customary grace and de- 
picted him, if we remember aright, as a 
gorilla. Yet, when calmer times came, 
England cherished no ill-will and gave 
full recognition to Mr. MacNeill’s learn- 
ing, honesty and goodness of heart. In 
his later life leaders of all parties con- 
sulted him on constitutional problems, and 
he was a welcome contributor to the 
greatest newspaper. If Ireland had 
followed this example during recent years 
—if ira memor had been absent from her 
politics—some of her history’s most woeful 
chapters might have remained unwritten. 

Swift MacNeill was not the last of his 
political generation, but he was, perhaps, 
the last of them who had not put a foot

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There are to-day three motor vehicles on 
the Irish roads for one in 1914, and the 
number is increasing rapidly. It is little 
wonder, therefore, that traffic accidents 
have multiplied and that our streets now 
are perilous places. In 19835 there were 478 
-street accidents in Dublin alone. In 1925 
there were no fewer than 1,164. During 
the present year the ‘number has been 
reduced a little, thanks to the thorough- 
going, and efficient measures for traffic 
control described yesterday to our repre- 
sentative by General O'Duffy, Chief Com- 
missioner for Police. In the Dublin area 
there are to-day no fewer than 100 Guards 
constantly on traffic duty; and every driver 
of a motor vehicle can testify to the strict- 
ness, tempered by courtesy and common- 
sense, with which these stalwart young 
men perform their duties. A ‘“‘safety 
sguad,”. mounted on motor-cycles, performs 
special duty in patrolling those stretches 
of the roads in which dangerously rapid 
driving occurs. Yesterday General 0’ Duffy 
‘outlined to our representative measures 
which are designed to strengthen the hands 
of those charged with the preservation of 
public safety in Saorstát Eireann. He 
suggests that the present nominal speed 
limit of 20 miles per’ hour shall “be 
abolished and that a general maximum 
of 30 miles per hour shall be substituted, 
with restrictions to lower speeds in 
urban areas. Stricter control of driving 
licences is proposed. General O’ Duffy 
ridieules the present facility: with which 
licemces are issued, so that even a blind 
man can obtain one. He recommends that 
licences shall be issued by the police, and 
only to persons furnished with.a medical 
certificate of fitness. We hope that Dáil 
Eireann will endorse these provisions, 
which we have urged frequently as desir- 
able. General O’Duffy remarked that 
cyclists were the greatest offenders against 
public safety on the roads. The push 
bicycle, with its darting motion, perplexes 
the traffic and often throws following 
motor vehicles suddenly and dangerously 
out of their course. We applaud the sug- 
gestion that traffic officers shall give 
addresses in schools on the danger to 
children of running behind cars, and we 
hope that measures for the correction of 
the reckless pedestrian will receive as firm 
support as those for the punighment of the 
dangerous driver. General O’Duffy laid 
too. little stress, we think, on the dangers 
added to the roads by the use of “ dazzle ’’ 
headlights. | The Irish country roads are 
filled with peril after dark owing to the un- 
restricted use of glaring lights. A motorist 
travelling recently in the opposite direction 
to the stream of motor traffic from the 
rural resorts of County Wicklow counted, 
within less than an hour, over thirty cars 
carrying lights of blinding brilliance, only 
two of which were driven by motorists 
courteous enough to dim them when pass- 
ing. Provision should be made to compel 
the leashing of all dogs within urban zones 
where motor traffic is thick; for the 
wandering dog is a frequent cause of 
swerving and collision. 


The Price of Bolshevism. 


Since 1917, when the Bolsheviks came 
into power, over one and a half million 
persons have been executed in Russia— 
more than half the population of the Irish 
Free State. These shocking figures, how- 
ever, represefit only a small fraction of the 
loss: in life that has followed the revolu- 
tion. It is calculated that 30,000,000 
persons have died of starvation or disease 
as a direct consequence of the great 
upheaval. In 1914 St. Petersburg had a 
population of 2,200,000 souls. To-day the 
people of Leningrad total a bare 650,000. 
In the British Medical Journal Dr. 
Horsley Gantt, of the American Relief 
Administration, describes the epidemics 
that have raged, and declares that they 
*‘ completely smashed Russia.’’ From 1917, 
for two years, “there was civil war of 
greater magnitude and destruction than 
the previous world war, involving nearly 
every person in Russia; and from 1919 
into the summer of 1923 there were famine 
and starvation, affecting three-fourths of 
the people and accompanied by epidemics 
of typhus and relapsing fever, affecting 
one out of every four adults, and by 
smaller epidemics of cholera and small- 
pox.’’ In 1921, when conditions were at. 
their worst, there was, in one typical dis- 
trict, only one doctor for 180,000 people— 
a proportion which, if applied to Dublin, 
would mean that only two doctors were 
available for the needs of the whole city. 
Since 1922 there has been a gradual 
recovery among the masses, although the 
| death-rate in Russia still is roughly twice 
as high as that in Britain. Tropical 
malaria is rife in the warmer districts. 
Tuberculosis is so widespread that in 1924 
it was found that 47 per cent. of the 
students in Kiev University were suffer- 
ing from this malady. There are areas in 
which up to 80 per cent. of the population 
are affected by loathsome diseases. ‘This 
appalling infection of a nation developed 
in: the: years” of -doctrinaire rule, when 
“ people in the cities were rationed and 
there was little possibility of buying more 
food, as money was abolished and barter 
prohibited.’’ ‘

Davis and 
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MR. J. G. SWIFT MacNEILL. 

We much regret to announce the death of 
"Mr. John Gordon Swift MacNeill, K.C., which 
occurred at a Dublin nursing home yesterday 
morning. Mr. MacNeill had been ailing for 
some weeks, and about ten days ago under- 
went an operation. He never completely 


recovered, and peacefully passed away 


yestorday. : 

Born in Dublin in 1849, John Gordon Swift 
MacNeill was the son of a highly esteemed 
evangelical clergyman, the Rev. John Gordon 
Swift MacNeill, who was for some time curate 
of St. James’s Parish, Dublin, and Susan 
Colpoys MacNeill, a daughter of the Rev. 
Henry Tweedy. He matriculated at Trinity 
College, Dublin, in 1866, when he came out at 
the top of the pass list, two of the examiners 
on that occasion being Dr. Ingram and Dr. 
Mahaffy, who later became Provost of the 
College. Having taken honours at Trinity 
College, he proceeded to Christ Church, 
Oxford, in 1868. where he graduated with 
distinction in 1870. At Oxford he met such 
scholarly figures as Dr. Liddell, the great 
lexicographer, who was Dean of Christ 
Church; the Rev. C. L. Dodgson (“ Lewis 
Carroll’’), Dr. Pusey, Dr. Heuntley, Canon 
Liddon, then a student; Dr. Stubbs, the 
eminent historian, and Professor Freeman. 
Mr. Asquith was then at Balliol; The 
O'Mahony, who was then Mr. Pierce 
O’Mahony, was at Magdalen, where he had 
formed a Home Rule club. Other well-known 
figures in the Oxford of Mr. Swift MacNeill’s 
time were Lord (Mr. Justice) Coleridge, Mr. 
Justice Atherly Jones, and the late Grant 
Allen, the philosophical writer and novelist, 
with whom Mr. Swift MacNeill lodged in the 
same house at Oxford. 

Six years after he had graduated at Oxford 
Mr. Swift MacNeill was called to the Irish 
Bar, having taken first place and first exhibi- 
tion. He was also Auditor of the Irish Law 
Students’ Debating Society. In 1882 he was 
elected by the Benchers of King’s Inns, 
Dublin, to the Professorship of Constitutional 
and Criminal Law, where, at his lectures, he 
had as pupils three law students with whom 
in after days he was in frequent contact in 
the House of Commons. The three students 
were Mr. T. M. Healy, the Governor-General 
of the Irish Free State; the late Mr. John 
Redmond, and his brother, Major Willie 
Redmond, who was killed while serving with 
the 16th (Irish) Divisicn in Flanders. 

Of Mr. Healy, Mr. MacNeill wrote in 
“What I Have Seen and Heard,”’ a volume 
of reminiscences published in 1925: “I was 
somewhat chary of asking him questions in 
class, but the temptation presented by the 
cleverness and originality of his answers over- 
came my scruples.’’ Later he wrote: “ His 
(Mr. Healy’s) attacks against me in the House 
of Commons sometimes bordered on the 
vitriolic, but I may say that they gave me 
neither disturbance nor distress.” He added 
that few men could be more kindly or tender- 
hearted than Mr. Healy. Mr. Swift MacNeill 
had also been Professor of Constitutional Law 
and of the Law of Public and Private Wrongs 
since 1909 in the National University of 
Ireland. Clerk of Convocation since 1910, and 
Dean of the Faculty of Law since 1912. 

In 1887 he was returned as the Nationalist 
member for County Donegal, which he con- 
tinued to represent until the Nationalist 
Party were virtually everywhere ousted in 
1918. At Westminster few members of the 
House of Conimons were more in the lime- 
light, and his knowledge of Parliamentary 
procedure was extraordinary and often of 
great value. He opposed the bill for the 
cession of Heligoland to Germany, and for 
lis pains was pilloried in the Press, one news- 
paper going so far as to publish a caricature 
of him in which he was represented “ with 
tears roiling down his cheeks holding a 
map of Heligoland in his hands.” It 
was his firm belief to the erfl, that had 
Heligoland not been ceded, there would have 
been no European war. He was compli- 
mented by Sir Henry Campbell-Bannerman 
for having procured, after several years of 
agitation, the abolition of flogging in the 
Navy. He had visited the Victory and seen 
a boy being led away by two marines to be 
flogged, and the incident made such an 
impression on him that he took every oppor- 
tunity of demanding the abolition of this 
form of punishment. He also moved and 
carried the motion for the disallowance of the 
votes of the Directors of the Mombasa Rail- 
way, which defeated the Unionist Govern- 
ment in 1892; and in the following year he 
became a Queen's Counsel. Mr. MacNeill 
was made the subject of several severe 
cartoons in Punch, by Mr. Harry Furniss, 
and it was considered at the time that some 
of them were wanting in that good taste 
which is characteristic of most of Punch’s 
drawings. 

At one time feeling ran rather bitterly 
against him, as he was accused by Lord 
Atkinson and others of being one of the 
members of Parliament who cheered when 
the news of the British defeat at Paardeburg 
was announced in the House. Mr. Swift 
MacNeill, while not concealing his sympathy 
with the Boers, denied that he cheered on 
that occasion. Personally he was a man of 
the kindliest disposition, and was popular 
with his political opponents. 

Although profoundly learned in the law, 
he did not practise to any extent. Mr. Swift 
MacNeill was the author of many legal books 
and was a most industrious worker. He 
wrote for the principal magazines, generally 
selecting some Irish question. He published 
“The Constitutional and Parliamentary 
History of Ireland’’ (1917) and ‘‘ Studies in 
the Constitution of the Irish Free State ” 
(1925), was a constant contributor to the 
daily Press, and possessed a fund of out of 
the way information with regard to Irish 
families and antiquities. He said that he 
much regretted having taken his degree at 
Oxford ; for, had he been a graduate of Trinity 
College, he thought be would have been 
returned as one of the Dublin University 
members. The friend to whom he made the 
remark pointed out to him that South 
Donegal contained more illiterates than any 
other constituency in the kingdom. 
“Possibly,” he said, “ possibly, but I must 
verify your statement!’ Mr. MacNeill was 
a great lover of music and constantly attended 
at the Cathedral Services and at the College 
Chapel. He was much attached to animals 
of all sorts, particularly dogs, and was a 
strong opponent of vivisection. He never 
married nor did he mix much in _ society. 
His days of late years were almost entirely 
spent either in the Library of Trinity College 
or the National Library. 

Both Sir Ernest Swift and Mr. Swift 
MacNeill were collaterally descended from 
Jonathan Swift, but by different lines. Mr. 
Swift MacNeill prided himself on his un- 
doubted facial resemblance to the celebrated 
Dean of St, Patrick’s. His abilities unques- 
tionably were of an uncommon order. He 
was always a source of danger to the political 
party to which he attached himself owing to 
his habit of raising contentious matters. 
From this cause the permit that he pos- 
sessed to search the historical records in the 
Birmingham Tower was withdrawn, as he was 
thought to be unearthing old documents that 
for the general peace of the country it was 
more desirable should remain in oblivion. 
Later on, however, his application for these 
was attended to under censorship which pre- 
vented him from finishing a series of contro- 
versial articles for the Press. From the time 
that he ceased to be a member of Parliament 
he devoted his energies more to purely 
literary and antiquarian matters. 

Mr. MacNeill had a large fund of stories 
which he never wearied of telling. On one 
occasion while he was at Christ Church, 
Oxford, the Bishop, Dr. Wilberforce, paid a 
visit. “‘The throne was a most comfortable 
Place,” Mr. MacNeill has written, “ and one, 
and sometimes two, of the undergraduates 
occupied it. I was seated on the throne on 
one occasion when the Bishop unexpectedly 
arrived and found myself in a most uncom- 
fortable situation.’” In a lecture at Belfast 
some years ago he recalled that he had heard 
Parnell make his first speech at the Rotunda, 
Dublin, after fighting an election against 
Colonel Taylor, in which he had not a ghost 
of a chance. ‘‘ The speech, which was made 
in March, 1874, was a terrible performance, 
in which Parnell forgot the trend of his argu- 
ment and could not go on.”’ 

Mr. MacNeill was a remarkable Irishman, 
who had many friends and no real enemies, 
although no public man was more severely 
criticised and caricatured. His redeeming 
qualities were conspicuous. 

Mr. MacNeill is survived by his sister, Miss 
MacNeill, to whom he was fondly attached.

NEW REGULATIONS

“Traffic,’’ General O'Duffy explained to 
the Irish Times representative, ‘‘ does not 
present a very difficult problem to us at 
the moment. but we realise that it is de- 
veloping rapidly and that we will need 
new regulations to meet the situation.

The police authorities also propose to obtain power to limit 
the number of omnibuses where they consider that competition 
with the trams adds to the difficulties of traffic management.

Legislation may also be sought giving the police authorities 
power to specify the scale of charges for the hire of what are 
known as ““ job ” carriages—that is, motor cars hired frem 
garages and not registered as hackney cars. 


DUBLIN’S TRAFFIC 
PROBLEMS. 


NEW REGULATIONS 
CONTEMPLATED. 

“Traffic,’’ General O'Duffy explained to 
the Jrish Times representative, “ does not 
present a very difficult problem to us at 
the moment. but we realise that it is de- 
veloping rapidly and that we will need 
new regulations to meet the situation. 
For regulating motor and other road 
trafic we have now only the power given 
by two very antiquated Acts. For the first 
we have to go back to the Summary Juris- 
diction Act of 1851, and for the second 
to the Dublin Traffic Act of 1875, both 
passed before people had thought of the 
use of the roads by automatic vehicles, 
such as motors, and, therefore, they did 
not anticipate the volume of traffic as at 
present exists.” 


THE SAFETY SQUAD. 

Proceeding, General O'Duffy outlined the 
steps that the Civic Guard authorities had 
taken to cope with the traffic in the streets 
of the City of Dublin. There were one 
hundred Guards on duty at eighty traffic 
control points, where they controlled the 
traffic for peri varying from eight to twelve 
hours per day. In the centre of the city these 
men were on duty until 8 o'clock at night. 
Besides this, they had inaugurated about four 
months ago the “' Safety Squad ” of six motor 
cycles and sidecars for t urpose «f ap- 
prehending “ speeders ” in the suburbs of 
the city. 

“We considered this,” explained General 
O'Duffy, '“a better means of dealing with this 
particular offence than. the system of timing 
with stop watches at certain set spots on 
roads known to be favoured by “ speedsters.”’ 
Within the last three months the Civic Guard 
in all the big towns and cities in the Free 
State have been provided with stop watches 

“ This Safety Squad, however, also assists 
the traffic men in the busier areas of the city, 
supervises slow-moving traffic, and checks 
careless pedestrians. Since its institution we 
have had 2,064 persons summoned for breaches 


TRAFFIC OFFENCES. 


For the quarter ending June 30th, 
1926, 2,382 convictions were obtained in 
the Free State under the Motor Cars 
Act; 2,098 convictions under the Lights

RAPIDLY INCREASING MOTOR TRAFFIC 
In 1914 5,000 motor vehicles were re- 
gistered in Dublin, and in June, 1926, over 
12,000 motor vehicles of all kinds were re- 
gistered in the city alone. The largest in- 
crease in any year since 1914 took place dur- 
ing the last twelve months, so that if we 
continue on the same lines we will have 4 
very real traffic problem in 1927. To show 
further how much traffic in the city has in- 
creased in recent years, it is well to note that 
in 1923 only 29 ommibuses were registe 
aod no taxis, while in 1926 100 omnibuses and 
Over 200 taxis were registered. That was 
last June, and the number has gone on in- 
‘Teasing since then. : 
“To gather information regarding the 
Volume of the traffic in the heart of the city, 
we took a census of the vehicles, hurse-driven 
and mechanical, entering and leaving a little 
area of half a square mile in the centre of the 
city. We found that the total in ten hours 
amounted to over 100,000. It did not matter 
whether the vehicles that entered that area 
left it again in a long or a short time; for 
the traffic control men had to deal with that 
number. We took a census on the same day 
in the Port and Docks area, and we found

THE PUBLIC MONUMENTS. 

“To deal effectively with the traffic 
problem it is probable that we will have to 
introduce the one-way street system, particu- 
larly as ards Grafton street and Dawson 
street. ere will also have to be some 
arrangement between the civic authorities 
and the police authorities regarding the 
times. for opening up streets for repairs to 
gas mains, water mains, sewerage, road re- 
pairs, etc. 

“Then there is the matter of the removal 
of public monuments where they are a serious 
hindrance to the proper and effective control 
of traffic. The Nelson Pillar takes up 2,000 
square feet of traffic space, and, standing 
as it does at the junction of three principal 
its removal is an absolute 
necessity. 

“At a recent census taken of the traffic 
at the Pillar it was found that 2,317 vehicles 
passed either through, into or out of 
O’Connell street, Earl street and Henry street 
in one hour. When the General: Post Office 
and the new hotels and buildings in that 
area have been completed, the volume of 
traffic at this point will be increased con- 
siderably. The fact that the Nelson Pillar 
is the tramway terminus for the city adds 
greatly to the dangerous congestion at this 
spot. With the removal of the Pillar the 
terminus would be set up probably at the 
Parnell Monument. 

“The traffic over and past O'Connell 
Bridge is hampered by the O’Connell Monu. 
ment and the Emith O’Brien Statue. ‘The 
O’Connell Monument takes up 1,580 square 
feet of traffic space, but it only needs to have 
the kerbing and edges around it taken away 
to give free movement to the traffic. he 
Smith O’Brien Statue, when removed, would 
ve free flow to traffic over O'Connell 
ridge and the quays. 


STREET ACCIDENTS. 


THE CARELESS 
PEDESTRIAN. 


“Traffic accidents in Dublin," General 

O’Duffy added, “ increased in ae degree 
from 1923 up to last year. In 1 the police 
recorded 478 accidents; in 1924 the number 
was 715, and last year it had jumped to 1,164. 
For last year it will be seen that the average 
is 97 per month, but this year there has been 
to date a substantial decrease to an average of 
80 per month. It is probable that this average 
will be less when the figures for the whole 
year are compiled, since the worst accident 
period is practically over. The reduction is 
due, beyond doubt, to the more efficient traffic 
control ‘exercised by the Civic Guard. The 
accident figures for the rest of the Free State 
outside Dublin are not very high, except, 
perhaps, in the larger cities. 
“* Speeding’ has been put down as the 
most uctive cause fatal accidents. 
There is no doubt that motorists drive much 
faster in the suburbs and populous districts 
of the city than - ought, but, if there were 
not negligence carelessness, this would 
not be so bad. Twenty miles an. hour, or 
even thirty miles an hour, is all right on a 
country main road,but five miles an hour is much 
too fast on other kinds of roads, like the con-

who was Senior Chaplain to the 16th Divi- 
sion; and the Rev. R. Bird, D.S.O., 
another former Chaplain to the Forces. 
The members marched to the Cenotaph, 
a detachment of pipers and drummers 
from the Ist Irish Guards forming the 
rear, and halted before the memorial. 


PLACING THE WREATH. 

Here the wreath was placed, in silence, by 
Private J. O'Neill, now of the Royal Air 
Force, stationed at Leuchars, in Scotland, 
who gained the Victoria Cross with the 
Leinster Regiment on the Western Front. 

Traffic stopped for the few moments of the 
ceremony, and the men in the crowd that 
gathered in the vicinity stood with heads 
uncovered. 

The procession then moved. at a slow pace 
—for one soldier was on crutches—to West- 
minster Abbey: There they made a wide 
circle round the Unknown Warrior’s Tomb, 
and the second wreath was placed by Sergeant 
Major Ring, M.C., of the Munster Fusiliers.

SIR WILLIAM HICKIE’S IMPRESSION. 
Asked at the close of the proceedings to 
give his impressions of the pilgrimage, Major- 
General Sir William Hickie said—‘‘ The out- 
standing feature of the tour was the extreme 
kindness and enthusiasm of the Belgian and 
French authorities and people that we ex- 
perienced, and the assistance and attendance 
of the British Ambassadors from Paris “and 
Brussels. We were greatly helped by Sir 
George Grahame, the British Ambassador in 
Brussels. 

“The site of the cross at Wytschaete is 
beside a cemetery, the authorities of which 
have arranged to tend it in perpetuity. 

“ At Guillemont our cross is in the village 
square, Beside it a church is to be built, 
and a monument to the French soldiers of the 
Commune who fell is to be erected adjacent. 
Thus Ireland and France will have their 
memorials flanking the portals of the church: 

“Marshal Joffro, who ynveiled the creas at 
Guillemont, demonstrated his kindliness, his 
sentiment and feeling for the people of Ire- 
land. He was ideal for the duty. At the 
conclusion of the ceremony he sent the follow- 
ing telegram to the King :— 

““ “I have just unveiled a memorial to the 
16th Irish Division at Guillemont. Your 
Majesty’s soldiers have asked me to send you 
assurance of their devotion.

SENSATION. 


BIG COMPANY IN LIQUIDA- 
TION. 
IRISH TIMES FOREIGN SERVICE, 
From Our Own CORRESPONDENT. 
THE HAGUE, Tuesday. 

Surprise has been caused here by the an- 
nouncement that the Compania Mercantil 
Argentina, one of the most prominent of the 
Dutch foreign commercial companies, with a 
capital of twenty million guilders, has gone 
into liquidation, owing to losses during the 
last three years of thirteen and a half million 
guilders. 

During the war this company exported an 
enormous quantity of corn from Argentina to 
Holland. These huge shipments attracted 
the attention of the Allies, and upon investi- 
gation it was proved that they were intended 
for German consumption, whereupon the 
English authorities put an end to the exports.

NEW BRITISH MOVEMENT. 


The movement initiated by Mr. J. 
Havelock Wilson and others, with the object 
of promoting peace in industry, was formally 
launched yesterday, when at Gatti’s Restau- 
rant, Strand, London, the “gi ay meeting 
of the new organisation was held. 

Mr. Wilson, who presided over a large 

athering of various interests, stated that he

gathering, held in London, he had consulted 
employers of labour and representative work- 
ing men. All of them expressed their entire 
approval of the formation of an organisation 
to promote industrial peace. 

Mr. Wilson added that a friend had pro- 
mised £500 towards the funds of the organi- 
sation, and that the National. Union of Sea- 
men would probably make a substantial 
annual contribution. 

A discussion followed as to the most appro- 
priate title for the new organisation. he 
original promoters had suggested ‘‘ The 
Industrial Peace League of the British 
Empire,” and this title was adopted, with 
the substitution of “ Union” for “ League.” 
The draft rules having been amended, a Pro- 
visional Committee was selected, half the 
members representing Capital, and the other 
half representing Labour.

These careful calculations deprive the 
members of the Assembly of the powers which 
it is most important that they should exercise 
independently, and they lend themselves to 
those obscure bargains in which seats on the 
Council are regarded as counters in the game. 
If a seat on the Council is to be demanded 
as a set-off to the abandonment of a claim 
elsewhere, if non-election is to be followed 
by a gesture df defiance to the League, the 
Council will become just: one more bone of 
contention in Europe. 


IRISH FREE STATE 
REVISITED. 


LESSONS OF THE 
STRIKE. 


H - 


A correspondent.of The Times, who gives 
his impressions after revisiting Southern Ire- 
land, writes in his concluding article to- 
day :—The people of the Free State até to-day 
much more concerned with economic than 
with political questions, though the two are, 
of course, inter-connected. The great slump 
in prices of agricultural produce which fol- 
lowed’ the war boom has hit very hard a 
country which has few industries and de- 
pends mainly on its exports of horses, caftle, 
pigs, bacon and butter to the British market. 
The decreased purchasing power of the 
British consumer, owing to industrial de- 
pression and industrial unrest, is at once felt 
by the Irish producer, and is shown in the 
steadily decreasing exports and the increasing 
adverse balance of trade. Hence the policy 
and actions of the British Government in 
regard to these matters are followed 
with a keen and *mtelligent interest very 
different from the languid. indiffererice which 
the ' Man-in-the-Street ” in England shows 
towards Irish affairs. 

On all sides .one heard nothing but 
admiration of the resolution which the 
British Government and people had shown in 
the short-lived great strike. On the other 
hand, there 1s general surprise, not unmingled 
with contempt; for the policy of drift followed 
in regatd fo the miners’ strike. 

It is openly said—and, I believe, truly— 
that the Free State Government would have 
given Mr. Cook a very short shrift. Even 
the Irish Labour Party, under the able leader- 
ship of Mr. Johnson---an Englishman, by 
the way---has very coldly received Mt. Cook’s 
appeals for assistance, and when he came in 
person to Dublin a few weeks ago his only 
supporter was the irresponsible Mr. Jim 
Larkin, ‘whose spiritual home. like Mr. 
Cook's, is in Moscow: ‘Mr. dohrison was 
away addressing a- Labour meeting in the 
country.

But the appeal falls flat in a 
country where the maximum wage for un- 
skilled labour is 32s. a week, and the 
average about 24s., while the minimum wage 
of the mine-workers, working above ground, 
is over 40s. a week, and that, too, in Great 
Britain, where, owing to free imports, the 
cost of living is lower than in the Protec- 
tionist Free State. 

The Irish are decided “‘ realists’’ when 
their pockets are concerned; for they are 
living close to the margin of subsistence, and 
cannot, like their wealthy British neighbours, 
indulge in the luxury of sentiment. If there 
was ever any sympathy with the general 
strike, it rapidly .evaporated when the 
shutting off of the English market in a 
few days brought down the prices of bee, butter 
anl salnon to between 6d. and ls. a pound. 
Similarly, any tenderness for the British 
miners soth disappeared when it was found 
that the slump in the price of lamb was due 
to the fact that the demand of the miners— 
who are the greatest consumers of that com- 
modity—had ceased as a result of the strike. 


> Indeed, all classes appear to realise the im- 


portance of the British market, and even 
more vividly than their Government. , For 
when one of the Ministers -recently. deplored 
the fact that over 80 per cent. of the exports 
were to Great Britain, his remarks were 
criticised severely, as showing political pre- 
judice and economic stupidity 

In fact, the problem in the Free State to- 
day is how to live under a heavy burden of 
taxation, with the cost of living enhanced 
by high protective tariffs while prices of pro- 
duce are falling. A sad spectacle everywhere 
is the number of beautiful residences which have 
been abandoned by their former owners of the 
well-to-do class because they cannot afford 
to keep them up. That, indeed, is common 
enough in England, and there, as here, 
aggravates the evil of rural unemployment. 
But an even more sinister feature in the Free 
State is the fact that within the last few 


years arable land has lost nearly half its. 


value, and on all sides ene hears of farms 
changing hands at half the prices paid for 
them, largely with borrowed money, a few 
years ago, while for large farms requiring 
considerable capital to work there is hardly 
any demand. !

The Labour Correspondent of The Times 
writes:—Mr. Cook is deeply committed to a 
new move to effect-a settlement of the 
mining dispute. What is definite is that_an 
executive meéting is in probpect:'’ Whatever 
the contemplated step, it apparently requires 
the sanction of the Executive Committee as 
well as of the officials, and it may be found 
also to entail the calling of a Delegate Con- 
ference. ‘The mystery with which the new 
‘‘ negotiations” have been invested has 
naturally given rise to much speculation, and 
to a certain amount of doubt as to their 
reality.

RETURNS OF WORKING 
STRENGTH.

Nottinghamshire Derbyshire coalfields 
yesterday. It appears, however, that at 
seven collicries in the Mansfield area, only 
1,156 men were at work yesterday as against 
2.027 on tast~Mendey+—lnthe aiternoon the 
road to Mansfield colliery was patrolled by 
hundreds of policemen. Few incidents 
occurred, but it was clear that the presence 
of additional police in the district was re- 
sented by the men. The miners’ leaders 
would seem to have found means of prevent- 
ing men who had signed on from giving effect 
to their pledges, and in the afternoon the 
Mansfield pits were deserted by almost. the 
whole of the men who went down during 
the week-end. 

At the famous Bolsover colliery, according 
to the owners, only 257 men were working. 
The men’s leaders, however, maintainéd that 
the number working was but 40. 

In the Chesterfield area the number of men 
at work was reported to be about the same 
as on Monday, decreases in some pits being 
balanced by increases in others.

ACCIDENT AT BROOKLANDS. 


Hurled a distance of forty yards, George 
L. Parkes, Northbury road, Meche, & well- 
known motor cyclist, was fatally injured at 
Brooklands motor track yesterday afternoon 
while attempting to create new '' records.”’

THE LATE DR. C. W. 
“ELIO?P. 


“< Few Americans have commanded greater 
respect among their countrymen in their own 
lifetime than Charles William Eliot, whose 
death is announced at the age of 92,” says 7'he 
Times. ‘As the President of Harvard for 
forty years, he raised that foundation into the 
front. rank of the universities of the world, 
while as educationist, thinker, public speaker, 
and ‘writer, he exercised an influence all the 
more widespread by reason of its complete de- 
tachment from party politics.” 

Eliot was born at Boston on March 20, 
1834. His father was for ten years Treasurer 
of the College of which his son was later to 
be President. From the Boston Latin School 
he went to Harvard, where in 1853 he gradu- 
“ He rowed in the 


handkerchiefs led to the adoption of crimson 
as the Harvard colours.’’ Eliot devoted him- 
self to teaching and research, visited Europe 
and studied the systems of education, especi- 
ally at the universities. Then he accepted the 
Professorship of Chemistry in the new In- 
stitute of Technology at Boston, “and for 
the next four years devoted himself to or- 
ganising the chemical department of the In- 
stitute and to developing a system of experi- 
mental study ; the latter being then a distinct 
innovation.’ 


PRESIDENT OF HARVARD. 


“In 1869 the Corporation of Harvard 
elected Eliot to the Presidency. The choice 
was rejected by the Board of Overseers, which 
at that time was composed of many of the 
most prominent New Englanders, among them 
Edward Everett Hale, Francis Parkman, and 
Ralph Waldo Emerson. Precedent called for 
the choice of a safe and reputable clergyman, 
or of some man already distinguished in public 
life. Eliot was then only 35, and his pub- 
lished views on education were novel and un- 
conventional. Moreover, his training as a 
scientist did not recommend him to those who 
held staunchly to the classical traditions of 
Harvard. The Corporation persisted in their 
choice, however, and the Overseers reluctantly 
accepted it.” 
The history of Harvard during the 40 years 
of Eliot’s administration will remain the most 
permauent monument to his genius. When 
he was installed Harvard’s teaching was ele- 
mentary .and dogmatic, and her allied pro- 
fessional schools of divinity, law, and medicine 
were meagre in their equipment, slovenly in 
their methods, Jax in their curriculum, and 
careless of their degrees. Only the germ of a 
great university was there. How Eliot began 
is described by Oliver Wendell Holmes, then 
a member of the Medical Facultv, in a letter 
to.Motley, the historian :— 
Another sensation in a somewhat different sphere 
is our new Jlarvard Colleze president. Xine Log 
has made room for King Stork. Mr. Eliot makes 
tle Corporation meet twice a month, instead of 
mee. He comes to the meeting of every faculty, 
curs among the rest, and keeps us up to 11 and 
12 o'clock at night discussing new arrangements. 
Ite shows an extraordinary knowledge of all that 
wlates.to every department of the University, and 
presides with an aplomb, a auiet, itmpertarbale, 
serious good humour that ft is impossible not te 
admire. I cannet help being amused at some of 
the scenes we have on our Medical Facuity—this 
cvol, grave young man proposing fn the calmest 
way to tarn everything topev-turvy, takine the 
reins in his hands an¢ driving as if he were the 
first man ‘that ever sat on the box. ' have great 
hopes from his energy znd devotion to. his busi- 
ness, which he stndies as I suppose no president 
ever did before; but T think the Corporation and 
Overseers will have to hold him a little, or he 
will, want to do too many things at once. 

In the next year Holmes again wrote to 
Motley :— 
_ Our new president, Eliot, has turned the whole 
University over tike a flap-jack. There never was 
such a bouleversement as that in ovr medical 
faculty. The Corporation hes taken the whole 
management of it out of our hands and changed 
everything. It is so curions to see a youn: mn 
like Eliot, with an organising brain, a 
a grave, calm, dicnified presence, 
buns of our elassical coach and six, 
he'ses’ mouths, putting a check to this one's 
capers, and tonchine that one with the _lash-- 
turning up everywhere, in every faculty, on every 
publie occasion, at every dinner orné, and taking it 
all ie naturally as if he had been born president.

brought Eliot the satisfaction of seeing opposi- 
tion and misunderstanding gradually give way 
to hearty support and appreciation. When 
he og is his office, and received the LL.D 
at the hands of his successor, the recognition 
of his achievement was. not confined to his 
fellow-countrymen. In 1903 he was made an 
officer in the Legion of Honour, and in the 
following year a member of the French 
Academy of Moral and Political Sciences, and 
he also received Italian, Japanese, and Prus- 
sian decorations.”

“Of all Eliot’s writings his reports as 
President of Harvard will probably he 
the best remembered. Believing thoroughly 
in a policy of frank publicity, he made them 
an outspoken and sincere record of the life 
and development of a great institution. His 
published works were for the most part essays 
and addresses on educational topics. His 
literary style was lucid, direct, and precise, 
reflecting the mental attributes of the man. 

“Eliot was twice married, first to Miss 
E. D. Peabody, of Boston, who died in 1869, 
and secondly to Miss Grace Hopkinson, His 
son, the Rev. S. A. Eliot, became a dis- 
tinguished minister of the Unitarian Church 
in America.”

BARROW DRAINAGE. 


TOO MUCH PUT ON THE 
RATEPAYERS? 


At a meeting of the Castledermot branch 
of the Farmers’ Union on Sunday night it 
was intimated that the Minister for Local 
Government had twice refused to receive a 
deputation in regard to the drainage of the 
river Lerr, a work which the farmers con- 
sidered altogether unmecéssary, and for 
which it was the intention of the Govern- 
ment to call on them to pay. A memorial, 
signed by the farmers affected, which’ had 
been sent to the Minister, had not been re- 
turned. 

A letter sent by the Davidstown branch of 
Cumann na nGaedheal to the Kildare County 
Council asking for an extension of the drain 
age work, which they ‘‘ considered useful and 
necessary,” was characterised by Mr. 
Germaine as ‘propaganda for the Govern 
ment.’’ 

Mr. Conlan, T.D., pointed out that when 
a representative deputation waited on the 
Minister for Local Government and drew his 
attention to the grave financial position in 
County Kildare, and the necessity of provid- 
ing some means to relieve unemployment, the 
Minister said that he would wait until he 
had received the auditor’s report. That 
report was published over a month ago, and 
still nothing had been done. 

The amount expended on home help in 
County Kildare reached the amazing figure of 
£40,000 a year. He had been speaking to a 
representative from Co, Mayo, which was 
between four and five times larger than 
County Kildare, and he had gathered that 
the amount expended on home help was only 
£12,000 in the western county. That would 
give them some idea of the lavish way in 
which home help was administered in their 
county. 

There was, Mr. Conlan went on, a grant 
of £20,000 for carrying out preliminary work 
on the drainage of the Barrow, and a number 
of men were getting employment in Athy 
district, but that would be only temporary. 
A deputation had waited on Mr. McGrath, 
the then Minister, urging on him the necessity 
of making this a national work. A member 
of that deputation from Leix, who had since 
died, told the Minister that the people in 
his county would be prepared to pay pound 
for pound expended by the Government on 
the scheme. That was an extraordinary 
statement to make in view of the already 
over-taxed condition of the ratepayers, and 
the Government was making that offer a 
basis of the scheme in contemplation. 

A Swiss engineer was employed, as the 
Government considered that the estimate 
could be reduced, and the figure of £650,000 
had been arrived at. The burden of this 
scheme would fall mainly on three counties, 
and they were all aware that the ratepayers 
would not be able to shoulder it. The bill 
dealing with the Barrow drainage would 
shortly be introduced, and it would be neéces- 
sary to have meetings called to consider it.

THE FUTILITY OF LOCAL EFFORT 

When the Dublin County Council's request 
to local authorities to propose schemes of 
work for the relief of unemployment came 
before the Balrothery Rural District Council 
yesterday, Mr. James Dickie said that the 
ones out of little jobs all over the country 
was only playing with the matter, as there 
was plenty of work in the country for all tho 
men that were in it if it was made possible 
for that werk to be done. It was all a 
question of wages, or of ability to pay wages. 
If the men were willing to work at an 
economic rate, so that it would pay the 
farmers and others to pay them, there would 
not be so much unemployment. 

Mr. William Ganly agreed that local effort 
could do very little to relieve unemployment. 
It was up to the Government, he said, to 
initiate nuge sea schemes and fertilise 
the land. lt was all very well for people to 
say: “Why don’t the farmers till more AH 
The farmers could not till more, because if 
they did they would be driven into the 
Bankruptcy Court. 

The Chairman (Mr. T. L. Smyth), a member 
of the County Council, suggested that they 
should send a list of recommended works to 
the County Council, with the proviso that if 
the works could not be carried out without 
imposing a burden on the ratepayers they 
should not be done. 

Colonel Hely-Hutchinson suggested also that 
they should put in a proviso that wages in 
excess of what the agricultural labourers were 
receiving in the district should not be paid in 
connection with the works. 


Both suggestions were adopted.

a survey of our roads, prior to the interview, 
without the knowledge of the Munster Motor 
Association, and quite independent of that 
body, and formed ic conclusions as to 
their backward condition, and —— to 
make the statement for which he is respon- 
sible and no doubt which he can uphold. In 
this respéct we are bound to say that we 
think Mr. Walsh’s criticism well founded 
and well deserved, and if the County Sur- 
veyors and the County Council take exception 
to them and wish to establish a controversy 
on the problem, it is all to the good, as help- 
ing towards the common end of universal 
road improvement in the County of Cork. 


ADMINISTRATION. 


“One of the County Surveyors, Mr. 
O’Connor, dons his armour in defence of the 
roads administration of the county. Is he in 
a position to do this? We have complimented 
this official before, and we compliment him 
now, on the improvement of some of the roads 
under his jurisdiction, but we are —- 
with the whole of the roads of the County o 
Cork, the administration thereof, and the 
finances involved. The Surveyor, however, 
declines to accept our assurance that Mr. 
Walsh, with no interference from our body, 
surveyed the roads ‘himself and when he 
imputes ‘‘ insidious ” ‘motives to the Munster 
Motor Association, of whose membership 85 
per cent. are private motor car owners an 
the balance is represented by hackney cat 
owners, motor cycle owners and lorry owners, 
he certainly misses the facts. 

“The County Council met in great glee to 
devour the representatives of the Munster 
Motor Association, and also the Minister, 
Mr. J. J. Walsh, whose lively criticisms they 
resent. The proceedings of the Council were 
characterised by a good deal of abuse and 
personalities with which we are not in any 
way concerned, except to state that the 
County Council made a feeble effort, 
by the use of strong language, to 
justify their maladministration of the roads. 
As far as the roads are concerned, the 
public know well that they have failed. ‘The 
Minister of Posts stated that the roads jof 
the County of Cork are the worst in the 
Saorstat. We think there is no exaggeration 
in this statement, although small improve- 
ments are being brought about by the force 
of public opinion, for which we take full 
responsibility. 

“14 was stated at the County Council 
meeting that £156,000 was given by the 
Government in the form of grants for trunk 
roads during the past four years. We must 
differ here, as the amount is £280,000. The 
expenditure of this sum is confined to the 
main trunk roads in County Cork, and, as 
this mileage is only 315, there has been 
£890 per mile available for the trunk roads, 
excluding any allocations from local rates. 
This sum is, in our opinion, sufficient to have 
placed them in really good condition. That 
they are not, clearly points to waste an 
bad administration. A reference has been 
made to the Youghal-Cork road. This is & 
trunk road, and clearly bears out our state 
ment in the foregoing paragraph. 


UPKEEP OF THE ROADS. 

‘In the course of the County Council 
debate it was stated that motorists directly 
pay nothing, or certainly not their share, 
for the upkeep of the roads of the county, 
and also in respect of the heavy outlay 
necessary on the trunk roads. What a glaring 
misunderstanding of the whole Bas by 
our local administrators, who should be aware 
that the first source of revenue to the coffers 
of the County Council for road expenditure 
is provided by the ratepayers, of which the 
motoring community forms a very consider- 
able part; and, therefore, motorists, as rate- 
payers, contribute a substantial sum under 
this heading. But a further supply is forth- 
coming from the motor taxation through the 
Road Board, and the Cork County Council 
have just been informed that approximately 
£100,000, called a Government grant, is 
coming to them immediately for the improve- 
ment of certain main roads in the county. 
Are they aware that every penny of this 
money comes from the pockets of the 
motorists, and from no other source, as did 
the £280,000 previously mentioned? These 
large grants for No. 1 main roads should 
relieve the ratepayers of a considerable ex- 
penditure. and enable the County Council to 
have sufficient of the ratepayers’ money 
available to keep the secondary roads in much 
better condition than at present. 

“Tf the County Council is perturbed by 
this recent attack on their efficiency, it seems 
to us that they are hypersensitive, or they 
have not the courage to confess and face 
their shortcomings. It is well known to us 
that several important members of the County 
Council are forced to the conclusion that that 
body, as at present constituted, comprising 
68 members, will never disentangle and put 
into smooth-running order the clogged ad- 
ministrative machinery of their county. There 
‘re other matters besides road administration 
which have engaged the attention of the 
investigating committee of late, which sug- 
gests to us that we should make no apology 
for any criticisms that may be the outcome 
of the interest which the Munster Motor 
Association takes in the roads of the county. 


QUESTIONS FOR COUNTY COUNCIL. 

“Let impartial persons take a general 
survey of our roads and they will be forced 
to uk the County. Council a few questions. 
How many hedges have been cut at corners 
during the past four years? Can they pro- 
duce a thousand such hedges, which are 
absolutely a danger to all concerned, that 
have been remedied? .How many dangerous 
corners have been eased or removed? Can 
they produce five hundred of these in this 
county which are positively dangerous, and 
which should be remedied to provide reason- 
able safety for all road-users? What have 
they done to allay the dust nuisance, which 
is geen more, day by day, to be an injury 
to the health of the community at large? 
Absolutely nothing, except on a very limited 
mileage. What interest have they shown in 
these matters, for which only a little money 
is necescsary, but which require some energy 
and organisation to remedy? 

sw Can the County Council deny. that at 
this stage in our knpwiedge of road main. 
tenance they still adopt the absurd and waste- 
ful practice of filling pot-holes with large 
stones and mud, instead of small stones, 
bound with bitumen? 


EQUITABLE TREATMENT. 

“ When the County Council is indicted for 
want of progressiveness, organisation and 
good results, it is good medicine, and, so 
far as we are concerned, we will pursue the 
policy of working towards the common good, 
not only in the County Cork, but in any 
county in Munster in which a backward state 
of road improvement exists; and if any re- 
sponsible member of the Government desires 
to take an interest in this matter, either in 
Cork or Dublin, we are prepared to support 
him. It should be noted that the Munster 
Motor Association has at all times exercised 
its energies, not only in Cork, but with the 
Government and Roads Board, in the direc- 
tion of securing equitable treatment for every 
county in Munster. We are satisfied that 
our representations to the Roads Board have 
produced good results, and have reason to 
know that the County of Cork has, under 
the £2,000,000 scheme, got an ample owe 
of roads scheduled as main roads, whi 
might not have been the case if we were 
asleep and distinterested. 

“ We are determined to 
much alive in all these matters, and we wel- 
come the stir which Mr. J. J. Walsh's 
criticisms have produced, and we. shall con- 
tinue to give all reasonable support and co- 
operation to the affairs of the county, whether 
they are administered through 68 members 
ov through Commissioners.”’

CLASH VIEWS IN NORTHERN 


CRUELTY SUMMONS. 


A cow, which had been passed for ship- 
ment, but which was seen to be lame when 
being driven in the direction of the Heysham 
shed, was the subject of a case which came 
up at the Belfast Sammons Court yesterday, 
when Patrick Campbell, cattle drover, of 
Upton street, was summoned for cruelty, The 
detendant was also. summoned for abusive 
language to Inspector William Whitney, 
Ulster Society for the Prevention of Cruelty 


?to animals, and he brought a summons against 


the inspector for assault. 

Inspector Whitney said that when he asked 
the deféetidant whv he was driving a cow 
that was lame, Campbell used very filthy 
language towards him, and said that he would 
knock his brains out with a stick. The de- 
fendant was using an ashplant on the animal 
to urge it on. | 

Answering the defendant's solicitor, the 
witness admitted that the recognised authority 
had passed this cow for shipment. 

Harbour Constable Moore and Harbour 
Sergeant Maxwell both expressed the opinion 
that the cow was unfit for shipment, and the 
former said that it was untrue that the in- 
spectur caught Campbell by the throat or 
knocked him up against a wagon. 

Captain Gregg, veterinary surgeon, said 
that, having regard to the condition of the 
cow when he examined it, it would have been 
unfit for shipment on the day when it was 
driven towards the Heysham shed. 

Shipping Inspector Curtis, called for the 
defence, said that when sent for by the de- 
fendant or his brother, he examined the cow, 
and formed the belief that it was suffering 
from stiffness and sore feet. He was of 
opinion that Patrick Campbell was not guilty 
of gai by walking it along the street. 

Samu unter, veteriuary surgeon to the 
Minwtry of iculture, said that the cow 
was passed with forty others for shipment. 
When he saw the animal at the Heysham 


| shed it was walking short in the forelegs, 


and seamed to be suffering from sore feet, 
which were made worse by the fact that the 
cow was in calf. There was a danger of the 
animal .lying down in the boat and being 
trampled i gag and it was sent b to 
May’s Fields. In his opinion Campbell was 
not a man who would deliberately ill-treat a
